sins’.’  No!  Is  baptism  essential  to 
remission,  or  to  salvation?  No! 
But  salvation  is  essential  to  baptism, 
for  the  saved  only  can  properly  be 
baptized. 

It  would  be  .jiiito  wrong  for  us  to 
say  that  Peter,  iu  Acts  3 39,  intends 
to  have  us  understand  that  baptism 
is  a means,  by  which  we  obtain  for 
giveness;  or  that  baptism  is  ill  order 
to  or  necessary  for  obtaining  for- 
giveness. He  means  that  baptism 
is  a Christian  duty  to  be  pertoi  med 
and  is  a mere  “figure”  or  symbol' of 
sins  washed  away  and, consequently, 
of  salvation.  (Sot- 1 Peter  3.21.)  So, 
in  Romans  if. i Paul  calls  baptisma 
“likeness”  of  Christ’s  death  and 
resurrection. 

Forgiveness  ami  salvation  can 
never,  indeed,  be  obtained  bv, a mere 
form,  rite  or  ceremony,  such  as  bap- 
tism is.  It  can  be  obtained  througa 
repentance  and  faith  only;  and  these 
always  go  together.  Ail  through 
the  Bible,  over  and  over  again,  it  is 
'aid  that  salvation  bv  ioiviv«„,uK 
ruinr>  to  us  through  or  by  means  of 
faith.  “The  just  shall  live  by 
r»«,u."  (GhI.  a.  II.)  “Bellovo  on  the 

Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  thou  shaltbu 
saved.'1  (Head  Acts  3:11*;  8:22, 
lb  : 43,  11:18;  Rom.  3:20 ) When  Pe- 
ter was  preaching  to  the  household 
of  Cornelius,  he  said  (Acts  10:13) 
“To  him  Jesu 


liness,  our  hearts  grow  dead  and 
vain.  ’ Some  ol  our  l>est  preachers 
made  complete  lailures  when  they 
first  began  to  preach.  So  many 
make  poor  beginnings  in  leading  in 
prayer,  but  afterwards  become  fer- 
vent and  eloquent.  “A  key  rusteth 
that  is  seldom  turned  in  the  luck.” 
By  praying  we  learn  to  pray,  and 
the  more  we  pray  the  oftencr  and 
better  we  can  pray,  it  is  not  always 
the  eloquent  prayer  that  is  the 
effectual  one. 

Dear  brother,  do  not  lieeome  dis- 
couraged because  you  cannot  pray 
as  eloquently  as  some  others  of 
whom  you  know;  but  cultivate  the 
talent  which  you  have  and  that  is  all 
that  is  required  of  you. 

N F.  T.C.  said,  “So  it  is  clear  to 
me  that  many  persons  commit  sin 
by  leading  in  prayer.  " Is  that  the 
reason  V’.  F.  T.  C.  would  never  lead 
in  prayer?  When  he  was  superin- 
tendent of  a Sunday  School  and  no 

one  else  present  to  pray  would  he 
ueveropen  his  school  with  prayer? 
Afraid  lie  might  eln  by  leading  in 
prayer!  Is  it  possible?  How  ab- 
surd! Yes,  f might  say,  how  pre- 
posterous' “VVe  must  pray  to  pray 
and  continue  in  prayer  that  our 
prayers  may  continue.’’ 

Y.  F.  T.C.  said,  “Men  should  not 
always  lead  iu  prayer."  If  men 
should  not,  1 suppose  he  thinks  that 
ladies  should.  No,  that  is  not  the 
meaning  of  that  ambiguous  sen- 
tence. I suppose  he  meant  all 
Christian  men  should  not  lead  ip 
prayer.  1 believe  if  a person  can 
talk  about  his  business,  the  news 
of  the  day  and  everything  else,  he 
can  get  down  before  God  and  talk  to 
him.  awhile.  I also  believe  if  it  is  a 
person’s  duty  to  make  prayer  meet- 
ing talks  and  superintend  a Sunday 
School  it  is  his  duty  to  pray  in  pub- 
lic.

symbol  that  the  person  has  re- 
pented of  sin  and  professes  to  Have 
faith  in  Jesus  and  Intends  to  be  his 
follower,  in  this  life.  Baptism  is, 
therefore,  merely  a sign  or  symbol, 
that  his  soul  is  regenerated  and 
that  his  sins  are  xvashed  away,  or 
forgiven  by  the  Lord. 

Baptism  cannot  possibly  regener- 
ate the  soul,  or  procure  forgi  zencss. 
It  is  not  essential  to  salvation.  Cor- 
nelius believed  and  was  regenerated 
and  forgiven,  in  Ca-sarca,  before  he 
was  baptized.  The  penitent  thief 
was  saved  without  being  "baptized, 
because  he  had  faith  in  Jesus  and 
• > good  for  mercy  and  salx-ation. 
We  have  been  teaching  you  these 
truths  for  twenty-five  or  thirty- 
years,  as  thousands  can  testify,  and 
we  have  written  this  so  plainly  for 
you,  because  a few  words  appeared 
in  the  Advanced  Quarterly  pug'e 
which  seem  to  teach  that  baptism 
procures  forgiveness.  And  in  a 
dozen  places  in  the  Adx-aneed  Quar- 
terly for  l8!l2,you  will  lind  it  stated 
most  plainly  that  salvation  and  for- 
giyeness  always  come  by  faith  and 
never  by  baptism  or  any  rite  or  deed 
whatever.  It  would  be  impossible 
for  us  knowingly  to  teach  you  any- 
thing so  unscriptural  as  regenera- 
tion by  baptism  ; or  that  baptism 
procures, or  is  in  order  to, the  forgi  x-e- 
ness  of  sin.  Any  one  reading  care- 
fully the  exposition  of  Acts  2 :38,  in 
the  Advanced  Quarterly  can  see 
plainly  that  we  meant  to  teach  that 
remission  comes  through  repent- 
ance, and  that  baptism  is  a sign  or 
token  of  faith  and  a public  profes- 
sion of  It.  I3ut,  still  the  expression,
